Lord’s Buildings and stables was also a shop in the early days, and 

was the property of Hannah and John Lord. It was let to tenants 

—Edward (“Teddy”) Gifford being one—and for many years was 

empty. It was generally known as Lord’s Corner, and the present 
G.P.O. occupies its site. 


St. Kilda House was at the back of where the hoarding once stood, 

and was tenanted in the early days by George Burn. It was after- 

wards the lithographic works of the “Mercury” and “Tasmanian 

Mail” offices, when it was demolished. The present buildings were 
erected in 1902. 


The Old “Mercury” Offices consisted of a small cottage at the rear. 
The old printing works (the building on the street, now the 
“Mercury” Commercial Printing Department offices) in the early 
days was the property of a Samuel Moses. William Jones in the 
cottage, John Davies in the office ‘and printing works, and Ellis 
Williams in the places below, were the tenants. 


“St. Kilda House” afterwards became the property of a person 
named Bayliss, the other portion of the properties having as owner 
a Mr. Erskine, in England, and Charles Butler was the agent for 


the lot.

H. Jones and Co. Ltd. It is situated at the lower 
end of Davey Street, and, walking down past these 
buildings one sees the very extensive and com- 
modious Wharves of Hobart.

_ finally bought by the Hobart General Hospital 
authorities, and the Children’s Hospital and 
grounds occupy its place to-day.

“Rat’s Castle,” which stood on the corner of Eliza- 
beth and Brisbane Streets where “Roxburgh House” 
is at present, earned for itself this name from being 
empty for so many years. Homeless dossers found 
shelter there; boys and girls, too, ran through it, 
broke the windows throwing stones; and what with 
time and decay it became as shown in-the picture. 
Mr. Ireland, father of the present Doctor of that 
name, demolished the “Castle” and built the present 
structure for a college.

This picture was taken from the corner of Eliza- 

beth Street. On the left-hand side is now Franklin 

Square, and inside the picket fence may be seen 

the digging out of the foundation for the present 

Town Hall.

The building in the left-hand corner of the picture 
was Hobart Town’s old Treasury, and although a 
soldier on guard may be seen in front, it was on 
two occasions robbed.

The old Gaol was on the opposite side of the street, 

so they made adequate provision that the prisoners 

would not have a long walk to their newly- 

prescribed abode. The building was afterwards 

used as the General Post Office before the present 
one was built. 


The Treasury is still in use, and the Public Offices 
are built at the back, and qne of the main entrances 
goes in between the two buildings.

Roberts and Co.’s old premises in 1857 was the 
auction mart of John Brent and Thomas West- 
* brook, and prior to that was the surgery of Dr. 
Crowther, the ancestor of the present generation. 
In 1865 the firm of Roberts and Co. Ltd. was 
established by Messrs. G. A. Kemp, Henry L. 
Roberts and J. W. Abbott, under the style of 
Kemp, Roberts and Co. Two years after the 
formation Mr. Kemp withdrew.

This picture shows the old Gaol, which stood in 
Murray Street, and on these frontages are now 
the Derwent and Tamar Insurance Company, the 
Hobart Savings Bank, the Masonic Hall, and 
Messrs. Butler, McIntyre and Butler, Solicitors. 
The corner of the wall on the right-hand side of 
the picture is the corner of Macquarie Street, and 
when Messrs. Walch and Sons extended their 
premises they built over where the old Gaol origin- 
ally was, and many an old heirloom of the convicts 

who inhabited it was found there. \

“Rock House” 


This old landmark — one of Hobart’s oldest — still 
stands by the bridge over the Rivulet in Campbell 
Street. It was formerly the residence of Captain 
Kelly, an early port harbourmaster. He then lived 
on Bruni Island, and Kelly’s Point was named 
after him. Kelly’s Basin, in Macquarie Harbour, 
which he reached in an open boat, was surveyed 
by him—hence its name. He was buried with the 
remainder of his family in St. David's burial ground 
(now a park), and the tomb may be seen there now.

This hotel, as shown here, was in 1857 the Exchange 
Tavern, with stables and tenements in the yard at 
the rear. It was owned and carried on by William 
McLaren, who lived in one of the small cottages 
at the back. He was also a shipping agent of those 
days, and employed a lot of his time in the cottage 
making large nails, which were much used in the 
heavy boot trade then. On the site of all this now 
stands McLaren’s Hotel—a splendid, up-to-date 
‘establishment carried on by Herb, Rowe.
